The most notable of these, perhaps, 


is an account of an alleged conversa- 
tion between the German emperor and 
the king of the Belgians. This Is re- 
ported in the following despatch from 
Jules Cambon, the French ambasaa- 
d.or in Berlin, and Is dated Nov. 22, 
1913: 
"1 have received from an absolutely 


reliable source," M. Cambon says, "an 
account of a conversation which the 
emperor had a fortnight ago with the 
king ot the Belgians in the. presence 
of General von Moltke, the chief ot 
the general staff, and which made a. 
deep impression on the king. 
"I am not surprised at this, as 


has made the same Impression on my- 
self. For some time hostility against 
us has become accentuated, and 
the 


emperor has ceased to be a friend of 
peace. Tho interlocutor of the 
pcror had thought until 
now, 
like 


with us. Perhaps also there is a de- 
sire to sec Belgium less hostile to 
certain ambitions which are coming 
to light here with reference to the 
Belgian Congo, but this last hypothe- 
sis does not appear to accord with.the 
intervention of General von Moltke. 


"Moreover, the Emperor William Is 


less master of these feelings of im- 
patience than is generally thought. I 
have seen him more than once allow 
his Innermost thought 
to 
escape. 


Whatever may have been. his object 
In the conversation which was report- 
ed to me. the revelation is none the 
less of the most serious character, be- 
cause it reflects the precariousness of 
the general situation and the state of 
a certain portion of public opinion in 
France and • G e rman y. 
"If I were allowed to draw a con- 


clusion. I should say that It would be 
well to take Into account this new 
fact, 
namely, that the emperor Is 


familiarizing 
himself 
with an 
or- 


der of ideas which were once repug- 
nant to him aifd that, to borrow a 
phrase he likes to use, 'we must keep 
our powder dry.' "

Ownership of the fee in real estate 


does not always Imply absolute own- 
ership. Frequently there 
are 
rights 


held by other 
persons, 
and. 
while 


there are ' several different classes of 
"rights," the most of them are restric- 
tions. 


A restriction is created by an owner, 


usually by deed, for tho benefit ot land 
adjoining or 
near 
by, and usually 


binds the owner, heirs and 
assigns, 


either not to erect certain 
specified 


buildings or hot to uso the land for 
stated purposes. It often provides the 
first building erected on the land shall 
be of a stated kind and shall not cost 
less than a fixed sum. Such restric- 
tions are freijue.ntly limited to a term 
of years, and even permanent restric- 
tions, in form and intent, may lose 
their force and effect as a result of 
changed conditions.

turns to him directly rather than In 
dollars and cents, according 
to

department of agriculture today in a 
statement on the results of an inves- 
tigation concerning the farmer's In- 
come. 
The average farmer receives little 


moro money for his year's work than 
he would be paid if he hired himself 
out as a farmhand, the 
investigation 


shows. In other words, though he is 
in business for himself, the average 
farmer gets little or no money reward 
for his labors and the risk and re- 
sponsibility he has assumed. 


Tho average value of the chief ne- 


cessities of life, food, fuel, oil. shelter 
—used each year by the farm .family, 
was S&95.0S. Of these necessities, es- 
timated In money the portion contrib- 
uted directly by the farm was $421.17, 
leaving necessities to 
the 
value of 


$173.91 to be purchased by the farmer. 


Of tho food consumed C3 per cent, 


was 
furnished 
by the farm, which 


varied considerably in different sec- 


It was greatest In North Carolina, 


where farms supplied S2.3 per cent, 
of tho food consumed while the aver- 
age In New York was only -10 per cent.

The annual report of tha 


tendent of moth extermination was 
tubmltted to the municipal council at 
a special' meeting held this forenoon 
and was accepted and placed on me. 
Th« worlc of moth extermination for 
1914 cost the city ?S200. 
. The report: 


City Hall, Lowell, Dec. 31, 1914. 
To the Commissioner of Public Prop- 
erty and Licenses and Members of 
•the Municipal Council; 
Gentlemen: During the past twelve 
months the work of tho moth depart- 
ment has been carried on carefully, 
end with all possible efficiency, and I 
believe the results are now becoming 
very evident to all of our citizens; and 
I believe H fair to say that all of our, 
trees and nil shrubs and other vege- 
tatV>n affected by tho molhB, wcro In 
better condition during the past year 
than at any time since tho pest began. 
All the work done by this depart- 
ment, has-been'done in harmony with 
the state authorities, and In tho strict- 
est conformity to all utate laws and 
regulations. 
The department Is In- 
debted to rhe state foresters' office for 
.courteous treatment, helpful- Buggcs- 
Itlons and most kindly co-operation.

During the period from January un- 
Jtll April, the gypsy moth egg clusters

It often provides the 
first building erected on the land shall 
be of a stated kind and shall not cost 
less than a fixed sum. Such restric- 
tions are frequently limited to ajerm 
of years, and even permanent restric- 
tions, in form and Intent, may lose 
their force and effect as a result of 
changed conditions.

shows. In other words, though he is 
In business for himself, tho average 
farmer gets little or no money reward 
for his labors and tho risk and re- 
sponsibility ho has assumed. 


The average value of the chief ne- 


cessities of life, food, fuel, oil, shelter 
—used each year by the farm 'family, 
was $595.08. Of these necessities, es- 
timated In money tlie portion contrib- 
uted directly by the farm was $421.17,' 
leaving necessities to 
the 
value of 


J173.91 to be purchased by the farmer. 


Of the food consumed 63 per cent, 


was 
furnished 
by the farm, which 


,-arled considerably in different
